Ashdod oil tests 
may take weeks

TEL AVIV. — It will take up to 
three weeks of tests to determine 
the quality of the oil sample taken 
earlier this week from the Ashdod 
drilling site. The two-metre-long 
core specimen is being tested at 
the Haifa Refineries’ laboratories. 

Industry sources say an emcourag- 
ing aspect of this specific ‘bore hole 
is that the test sample was taken 
at a depth of 2,600 metres. It had 
been planned to drill to a depth 
of 3,000 metres. 

With equipment recently obtained 
from the U.S., it is now possible to 
aril’ up to a depth of 6,500 metres. 
This equipment could also be used 
to obtaln secondary finds in old

Fair weather, ample displays and 
reduced prices yesterday drew tens 
of thousands of book lovers to 
Hebrew Book Week events through- 
out the country. It was the second 
day of the fair. 

Major book bazaars are in pro- 
gress in Jerusalem. Tel Aviv, Haifa, 
Beersheba and Netanya Similar 
events on a smaller scale are being 
held in 20 other localities. The 
“week” will end May 19 but in 
Jerusalem, it will end a day later. 
Stalls are opened in the afternoon 
and closed at 10 or 11 p.m. 

Business wag lively at the fair 
in Jerusalem yesterday. Soft back- 
ground music was piped through 
overhead loudspeakers, as the 
browsers and buyers sauntered from 
stand to stand, collecting price lists 
and leafing through volumes. 

There are 68 exhibitors at the 
Jerusalem fair, which this year is 
being held outside the Plaza Hotel 
rather than in Independence Park, 
two blocks north, as in the past. 

“It seems to me the crowds are 
less lively than in previous years,” 
Danny Fisher, a worker for th 
sponsoring Book Publishers Associa- 
tion, told The Post. “Sure, prices 
ere a bit high. But we are offering 
reductions of 25 and 35 per cént 
and books are still the best buy 
around,” ῃ 


In Tel Αννα Kikar Malchei Yis- 
rael, a steady stream of thousands 
made their way to the giant out- 
dcor show and sale. 

As is usually the case, the num- 
ber of browsers increased consider- 
ably on the second day and business 
was brisk. The public is snapping 
un the bargains, 

Tn some cases volumes appear 
which cannot ‘be usually found in 
took shops. But greatest attraction 
of the fair is the concentration of 
such a large variety of books from 
so many different publishing houses, 
concentrated in one place. 

At Sderot Chen, adjacent to Kikar 
Maichei Yisrael, the public is also 
being treated to a sidewalk art 
show. The boulevard is lined with 
exhibits by 120 painters and sculp- 
ters and some 80 craftsmen. Many 
of them are new immigrants.

MONTE CARLO. — After playing 
superb bridge for almost two 
weeks, Israel yesterday began to 
show signs of tiredness as the fifth 
world bridge olympiad neared the 

halfway mark. 

Israel met Italy in the 12th 
round, and hopes were high after 
two wins in the Bermuda Pow! 
qualifying rounds, but Italy played 
well and it required a rally by Is- 
rael to salvage five victory points 
of 20. 

The next round was a consider- 
able disappointment. Israel's op- 
ponents were the host country, 
Monaco, languishing near the -foot 
of the table. But Israel could only 
manage to gain 15VP. In the 14th 
round, Israel lost again to an op- 


ponent well behind in the stand- 


ings. This time Norway was the 
victor by a score of 15-5. 

In the 15th round, Israel played 
Great Britain, the current leaders, 
It was a well played match but 
the British, determined to hold onto 
the top spot emerged winners by 
@ score of 14-6. 

At the end of 15 rounds, Israel 
had slipped to 15th place with a 
total of 166VP. Leading scores: 
Great Britain 234; Sweden 221; 
Poland 220; Germany 214; Italy 
207; France 206; Brazil 204; Switz- 
erland 203; USA 190. 

In the women’s event, Israel lost 
again, this time 15-5 to Switzerland. 
Israel is In 18th place among the 
21 countries with 45VP. Leading 
scores; Great Britain 103, Italy, 
France 58. Denmark, USA 87. 


Two held for drug smuggling 


TEL AVIV. Two from 
El-Arish, Tbrahim Abu-Amira and 
odo Ei-Adaar, were yesterday re- 
manded for 15 days by the Tel 
Aviv Magistrate's Court on sus- 
picion of belonging to an inter- 
national drug ring. 


According to the police, a loose 
door screw in the car in which the 
two suspects were driving caught 
the eye of police who were fallow- 
ing them. A closer check revealed 
1.33 kilograms of opium stashed in 
the door panel. The police sald that 
a receipt in Arable for the opium 
was found in Abu-Amira’s posses- 
sion, and that the two may ‘be 
working for an international drug 
ring. 

Abu-Amira told the Court that 
he had agreed to deliver the opium 
for a Bedouin because he needed 
the money to finance an operation 
for his son. Abu-Amira added that 
the second suspect did nof know 
about the drug, a claim echoed by 
El-Adaar.

formula as a vital instrument in 
Israel's information effort. 

Both Dinitz and Herzog did not 
want to make statements in their 
own aames, presumably because 
they had been instructed by Jeru- 
salem to play down the incident 
in the hope that their personal ri- 
valry would not intensify.

Government, 
MKs fail to 


agree on 
budget cuts

A decision on cutting IL2b. from the 
State budget was stalemated at yes- 
terday’s meeting between Finance 
Minister Yehoshua Rabinowitz and 
coalition members of the Knesset 
Fimance Committee. It was agreed 
to refer the problem ta the various 
Ppro-Government Knesset factions, 

At yesterday's meeting, five par- 
ticipants supported the proposed cut 
while five were opposed. The former 
were: David Coren, Adi Amorai, 
Ben-Zion Halfon, Avraham Melamed 
and Yilzhak Golan. Opposing were: 
Israel Kargman, Nuzhat Katzav. 
Abaron Efrat, Moshe Shahal and 
Eliezer Avtavi. The proposal to sub- 
mit the question to faction decision 
was made by Ya'acov Frank, 

The factions are expected to op- 
pose the curtailment. 

The Finance Minister told the 
meeting that a cut of sorts would 
take place in any case, as the bud- 
get is geared to a 25 per cent price 
rise, whereas this rise will, in fact, 
reach 28 per cent, If the value ad- 
ded tax is not introduced, Mr. Ra- 
binowitz stated, because of the strike 
by special-allowance civil servants, 
additional taxes wil be imposed to 
raise IL2.5b, As pointed out in yes- 
terday's Jerusalem Post no final 
decisons on this score can be ex- 
pected before mid-June. 

Rabinowltz is due to meet today 
with representatives of Customs and 
Income Tax personnel to discuss 
the work sanctions they have adopt- 
ed since Tuesday. 

The Treasury's director-general, 
Arnon Gafnl, yesterday met with tax 
collectors who had been adversely 
affected by the Barkat committee's 
decisions. He flatly rejected their 
conditions to return to full-work: 
contpensation for the loss of pay 
resulting from the committee's pro- 
posals. He would, nevertheless be 
“open-minded” on any reasonable 
proposal by the Treasury’s staf‘ 
and called upon them to resur 
work unconditionally. They reject 
this call. 

The National Insurance employn 
yesterday met with their directir 
general, Amiram Sivan, and th 
secretary of the civil servants union, 
Haim Bernstein, but no change in 
their position was reported. 


Steel city 
men reject 
transfers |

ACRE. — Backed by the Labou 
Council here, the works committe 
of Steel City yesterday returned ti

tions transferring 42 men from the 
rolling ml to the foundry. 

“These instructions were issued by 
Koor without prior consultation with 
the shop and staff committees or us," 
Council Secretary Yitzhak Haziza ἰ 
said yesterday. ‘The works commit- ἡ 
tees, the permanent staff and the 
engineers reject this step of the 
Management, It runs counter to the 
agreement on the Keysar committee, 
which says that a status quo is to be 
maintained and πὸ facts are to be 
created by either side while it is at 
work.” 

Haziza added, “We have informed 
the management that a reduction of 
manpower must await the examina- 
tion and approval of experts. Mean- 
while the men remain at work at the 

jobs assigned to them by 
thelr shop stewards, as usual." 

The Koor management had decid- 
ed to transfer the 42 workers out of 
its rolling mill, effective two days 
ago, but the workers have declined 
to leave their posts. Koor claims the 
workers are redundant, contributing 
to the Steel City facility’s monthly 
loss of IL3m, 

Haziza maintained, however, that 
it was Incorrect to say the men were 
redundant and idle at the rolling 
mill, because they were working 
overtime there and getting paid for 
it, "Not a transfer is the issue, but 
reduction of the labour strength 
there by unilateral action."

Treasury to plug loopholes

Dov Eantorovich, foreign currency 
comptroller at the Treasury, told 
The Post that rumours about plans 
to tighten up control of these trans- 
“There has 
been considerable abuse of these 
privileges by lawbreakers,” he ex- 
plained. 


Veteran Israelis, who are not al- 
lowed to hold forelgn currency bank 
accounts, have made deals with 
some immigrants who do. Rather 
than go to the black market, these

New law turns S. African 


blacks into 


JOHANNESBURG. — Both blacks 
and whites have reacted angrily to 
tough new restrictions on African 
businessmen in white-ruled South 
Africa. 

A new law requires all black 
traders and professionals such as 
doctors or lawyers to take out citizen- 
ahip in one of South Africa’s rine 
tribal homelands or reserves before 

in “white South 


The new law is part of South 
Africa's policy of apartheid, in which 
Africans will be ultimately granted 
political rights in tribal homelands 
reserved for South Africa’s 18 mil- 

. lion blacks. 

Some African traders and profes- 
sionals claimed the new law, publish- 
ed in the most recent government 
gazette, is an attempt to “bluff” 
the world into thinking there are no 
black citizens in South Africa. 

“This is bedevilling race relations 
in this country,” remarked Shimane 
Khumalo, a soclal worker. “Tt is in- 
terfering with business people and is 
8 blackmail of the black people.” 

The anti-government “Rand Daily 
Mail," one of apartheld’s most voci- 
ferous critics, denounced the govern- 
ment action Wednesday. 


‘foreigners’ 


The newspaper warned the law 
would spark resentment among 
Africans, who, ag the editorial put 
it, are “forced to choose between 
relinquishing | a birthright and mak- 
ing a living.” 

The homeland policy is seen by 
South Africa's ruling National Party 
as the answer to the dilemma of 
the vastly outnumbered white minor- 
ity, which refuses to accept a racially 
integrated society. 

While steadfastly refusing to grant 
political and other citizenship rights 
to Africans in South Africa, the 
government sees the homelands, 
where blacks can enjoy full citizen- 
ship, as a reasonable alternative. 

The millions of black labourers 
who keep the country’s gold mines 
and other industries in operation will 
be allowed to work in South Africa 
ag before. 

But when the homeland policy is 
complete, it wil] mean these workers 
will be eltizens of foreign countries 
and no lenger South Africans. 

“South Africa will become the 
only country in the world which will 
Have more foreigners than citizens 
working in it," was the remark of 
one angry African asked to comment 
on the homelands, (AP)

U.S. won’t deal

WASHINGTON. Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger said yester- 
day the U.S. has agreed that It 
will have no more direct dealings 
with Uberation movements 
southern Africa. Kissinger told the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, in a report on his trip to 
Africa, “An important development 
is the agreement by a number of 
African leaders that outside powers 
should not in the future deal direct- 
ly with liberation movements in 
southern Africa. 

This means, the Secretary went 
on, that “I believe that it is be- 
coming more unlikely that other 
African countries will invite Cuban 
troops.” He said that the Cuban 
participation in the Angolan civil 
war had been considered an inevit- 
able development by African 
leaders, something beyond their 
power to prevent. 

“I believe many African leaders 
now see that there is an alter- 
native,” Kissinger said, “and that 
they can coalesce around 2 peace- 
ful approach which will deprive the 
Soviets and Cubans of any 
plausible reason for remaining in 
force in Africa.” (UPI)

RABAT. — Four American rabbis 
were received by King Hassan at 
the royal palace here yesterday at 
the end of a week’s tour of ancient 
Jewish communities in Morocco. 

The king told the group, led by 
Rabbi Boruch Helman, a history 
professor at Harvard University, he 
hoped their visit would help to 
“pulld bridges’ between Moslems and 
Jews and between Moroccans and 
Americans.”

Spanish reforms attacked 
by Communists, rightists 


MADRID. ~— An all-out attack by 
Spain's entrenched right on the 
government's programme of political 
reform may block its passage by 
the Cortes (parliament! and force 
King Juan Carlos to take the 
Matter directly to the people, 2 
Monarchist source said yesterday. 
At the same time, the outlawed 
Communist Party denounced a 
government, invitation to the xon- 
Communist left to join in brin- 
ging about democratic reforms. 

Rejection of the reform package 
oy the conservative-dominated Cor- 
tes will cause the King to invoke 
an article of the constitution which 
empowers him to submit matters 
of urgent national interest to a re- 
ferendum, the Monarchist source 
said. 

In a speech two months ago, 
Juan Carlos told the Council of the 
Realm — his board of advisers — 
that he would take exactly that 
road in a national crisis. 

If the Cortes balked at the re- 
form bills, the source said, the King 
would ask the people in a referen- 
dum to approve of his instituting 
democratic reforms by way of ἃ 
royal decree. 

The 38-year-old King, successor 
to the late Generalissimo Francisco 
Franco, has become in 
active in the cause of reform. He 
has met with leaders of the demo- 
cratic opposition, and the news 


magazine “Guadiana” yesterday fea- 
tured him on its cover with a head- 
line saying he has “broken the 
Francoigt ring” surrounding him. 

In the past days, Franco faith- 
fuls mounted a two-pronged attack 
against the reform programme: 

In an open challenge to the 
government, and without avwalting 
the required permission, they called 
a mass rally in central Madrid for 
May 20 — six months to the day 
after Franco's death — to affirm 
their loyalty toe the Caudillo and 
protest political Uberalization. And, 
in a harshly worded letter to Pre- 
mier Carlos Arias Navarro, 126 
members of parliament, among them 
seven retired generals and several 
ex-ministers, blasted the reform pro~ 
gramme. They accused the govern- 
ment of not enforcing Franco's laws 
and warned thar the King must 
stay out of politics. 

The Communist Party yesterday 
charged that police in Spain con- 
tinue to torture political prisoners 
as they did under Franco.

OPERA presentations by the Israel 
Philharmonic Orchestra have 
always been highlights of the season 
in whatever form they have been 
given. They have always brought the 
best available singers, a dynamic 
conductor has guaranteed an in- 
teresting performance and the mise 
on scene, whenever used, has added 
effect. 

The Ubretto of “The Magic Flute” 
is an odd mixture of incompatible 
elements, saved from absurdity by 
Mozart's genius.

VIEWPOINT 


‘PALESTINE’ OR 
‘ERETZ YISRAEL’? 


“80 LONG AS WE ourselves do not 
concede, things aren't lost for us yet. 
And the danger of such concession 
lurks. Land that we do not settle Is 
land which, in the bottom of our 
hearts, we are abandoning. The 

Mountains don’t mean ag 
much to us as the Jezreel Valley... 
But is it enough for us to love the 
Erets Yisrael in which we are pre- 
sent while excluding from this love 
the Eretz Yisrael in which we are not 
present? Let us not deplete the life- 
giving essence things; we will 
have need of it yet." 

‘The writer of these words was the 
widely revered spiritual father of the 
Zionist Socialist movement, Berl 
Katznelson, who died a few years 
before the State came into being. 
(They appear in an essay, ‘‘Al 
Darkay Mediniutenu,” in volume 12 
of Katznelson's collected 
“Ketavim.") 

Spoken and written during the pre- 
State debates within the Zionist 
Soclalist movement and between 
that movement and others over the 
preasing questions of the day — 
Zionist settlement policy, the socio- 
economic neture of the new Jewish 
society being built in Eretz Yisrael, 
partition, the education of the youth 
— these words are, unfortunately 
and ironically, even more ap- 

te today. I don’t know of any 
other society or body politic, today 
or in the past, as self-tortured as ours 
over its sovereign presence in its 
homeland and over its success in 
maintaining and enlerging that 
presence in the face of repeated 
attempts by its enemies to destroy it. 

I will not here go into the political 
aspects of Berl Katznelson's words 
and their background in his time or 
their ramifications in ours, but only 
treat some of the semantic aspects. 


IF YOU QUESTION the importance 
of semantics in life generally and in 
political struggles particularily, con: 
sider the name of Yasser Arafat's 


Movement. The Arabic equivalent is 
Harakat Tekri Felastin. The 
acronym of this, Hataf, means 
“natural death" 8 name 
for a group of people who don't wish.

It is to the credit of the Eshkol

Tank system

Arafat to 
come for talks

Syrian President Hafez Assad 
last night summoned the head of 
the Palestine Liberation Organtz- 
ation, Yasser Arafat, to Damas- 
cus as 8 showdown loomed _be- 
tween Damascos and the PLO 
over the situation in Lebanon. It 
was not clear by late last night 
whether or when Arafat would 
go to the Syrian capital. 

Assad’s demand for immediate 
talks with Arafat followed the lat- 
ter’s weekend order to al! Palesti- 
nian elements to stand by in Le- 
banon to support the anti-Syrian 
leftist forces —- thus setting the 
stage for an open confrontation be- 
tween the PLO and Damascus. Ara- 
fat ordered the Syrian-controlled 
Palestine Liberation Army and other 
Palestinian elements out of the Le- 
banese northern city of Tripoli and 
other areas to stop thelr confronta- 
tion with leftiats opposing Syrian 
intervention in Lebanon. 

In ἃ strongly-worded memorandum 
criticizing Syria, Arafat reminded 
those Palestinian elements that they 
were subject only to the PLO's 
leadership. 

These developments came as ἃ 
new cease-fire, the 30th in 13 months 
of the Lebanese civil war, began 
yesterday. It was reported to have 
restored a measure of calm but the 
Situation was still highly inflam- 
mable. 

Some radical PLO spokesmen yes- 
terday charged that the Syrian 
leadership was now cooperating 
with neighbouring “reactionary” 
Arab elements to press its aim of 
spreading Damascus-based Ba'athist 
aspirations in the region. These 
spokesmen also accused the Syrians 
of attempting to “liquidate” the 
PLO forces in Lebanon, as King 
Fuses did in Jordan in 1970 and 
1971. 

Syria on 119 part did not seem 
yesterday to be deterred by the 
consolidation of the anti-Damascus 
lineup between the leftists and the 
PLO in Lebanon. Despite these 
challenges, the Syrians continued to 
maintain tight contro] on the PLA 
and the “Sa'eka” Palestinian sabo-

tage organization which were cons- 
picuously patrolling in Tripoli, Bei- 
rut and other trouble spots. The 
PLA units were withdrawn and 
redeployed to undisclosed new pasi- 
tions at the orders of Damascus, 
rather than of Arafat. 

Bur the Syrians were yesterday 
reported to be irritated by the fact 
that Arafat turned to support fram 
Egypt. which has been opposing 
Syria's intervention in Lebanon, 
thus widening the Cairo-Damascus 
pulicy rift. Observers last night 
believed that unless Syria settled 
its dispute with the PLO at an 
early date, Arafat's appeal to Cairo 
eculd still undermine Saudi Arabia's 
current efforts to hold a reconcilia- 
tory summit between Egyptian 
President Anwar Sudat and Syrian 
President Assad, Egyptian Prime 
Minister Mamdouh Silem and his 
Syrian counterpart Mahmoud Ay- 
youbi are scheduled to meet i 
Riyadh this week as part of these 
Suudi Arabian efforts, ᾿ 

Meanwhile, Syria's Information 
Minister Ahmed Iskandar Ahmad 
said yesterday that his government 
wis determined to achieve ἃ settle- 
ment to the Lebanese civil war at 
an early date, but did not say 
whether Damuscusy would put for- 
ward new peace formulas, Syria's 
earlier call to apportion the Leban-- 
ese administration equally between, 
Christians and Moslems has been 
rejected by the leftists who demand 
the establishment of thelr own 
biand of a sectarian stute in which 
the PLO is promised “total inde~ 
pendence.” 

Despite the Lebanese cease-fire, 
chaos still reigned in most of the 
ccuntry, which lacks adequate 
security forces and a government 
but now has two presidents.

The Consumer Price Index rose 
in April by 5.7 per cent — 211 
points — to reach 389.3 points. In 
the first four mronths this year the 
index increased by 11.8 per cent, 
the Central Bureau of Statistics 
announced on Friday. 


Food prices increased by 6.6 per 


‘ cent. Some of this increase is the 


remainder impact of reducing sub- 
sidies in March. The fruit-and- 
vegetables index declined by 3 per 
cent — less than the normal seas- 
onal decline. 

A relatively high increase in 
prices was recorded in clothing and 
footwear — 11.6 per cent. The 
prices of the new summer clothes 
which came on sale in April, were 
much higher than estimated earlier. 

The wholesale price index of local 
industrial products increased by 4.1 
per cent in April, for a total of 
10 per cent since January — slight. 
ly lower than the CPL A larger 
increase was measured in the index 
of agricultural inputs, which in- 
creased by 11 per cent in April and 
20 per cent since January. 

Prices of privately owned apart- 
ments were 2.3 per cent higher in 
the period October "76 than in the 
period July-December 1975. Prices 
of public housing were 4.1 per cent 
higher in the same perlods. Accord. 
ing to the ‘bureau's figures, the 
Increase in apartment prices has 
moderated in the last year, going 
down to 3.5 per cent annually com- 
pared to twice that in 1975 and 
three times'as much In 1974. In 
January-March 1976 the average 
price of a 2%-room to three-room 
apartments was 217,600 in Jerusa- 
lem, 1L227,300 in Tel Aviv, IL180.200 


in Haifa and 1L120,500 in Safad 
and Tiberias. 

The interest pald on mortgages 
in the first quarter of 1976 was 5.4 
per cent higher than in the last 
quarter of 1975, and reached 11.81 
per cent. The interest paid on loans 
to private contractors was 20.6 per 
cent, and on Government loans 
about 10 per cent. The lowest in- 
terest rate ts paid by kibbutzim 
and moshavim — 5.55 per cent. 


US. aliya up 


NEW YORK. — The Israel Aliya 
Centre here yesterday reported the 
number of North Americans emi- 
graling to Israel increased 28 per 
cent in the first quarter of 1976, 
reversing a downward trend since 
the Yom Kippur war. . 

According to statistics released 
by the Centre, the agency assisted 
415 people who emigrated to Israel 
in the first quarter of the year, 
compared with 327 in the same 
period last year. 

The first quarter totals included 
177 families and 287 individuals 
with about 60 per cent of the emi- 
grants under 44 years of age. The 
Centre said $7 per cent or 268 of 
the emigrants were from the New 
York metropolitan area. 

“We don't know exactly why 
there has been a -turnabout,” said 
Yehiel Leket, the Centre’s North 
American director. “We, just hope 
it continues because aliya is one of 
lsrael's top priorities and the life- 
blood of her future.” (UPI)

The dispute over non-Orthodox 
representation in the council] began 
about half a year'ago. Uri Huppert, 
lone Independent Liberal town coun- 
cillor in the Capital, at that time 
obtained two orders from the High 
Court against Religious Affairs 
Minister Yitzbak Raphael. Claiming 
the ILP speaks for Reform and 
Conservative Jews, Huppert con- 
vinced the justices to issue an order 
requiring Raphael to show cause 
why he should not appoint a non- 
Orthodox Jew to the Religious 
Council. The court also issued an 
interim injunction barring the min- 
ister from making any further ap- 
pointments to the body. 

Huppert then wrote to Raphael 
suggesting that author Shalom Ben- 
Chorin, a leader of the Progressive 
(Reform) Jewish ‘community, be 
named to the Religious Council 
since, in the ILP’s view, non-Ortho- 
dox Jerusalemites had a right to be 
Tepresented in that public body. 

Minister Raphael rejected the pro- 
posal, claiming that the ΓᾺΡ “does 


aot maintain a positive attitude to- ἢ 


wards Judaism.” 

On March 17, the High Court — 
in a stinging majority opinion writ- 
ten by Justice Meir Shamgar — 
chided the Religious Affairs Min- 
ister, reminding him that “no politi- 
eal party has a monopoly on religion 
in this country.”

Allon worried about U.S. 


anti-settlements attitude 


Foreign Minister Yigal Allon said 
over the weekend that U.S. opposi- 
tion to Israeli settlement in the 
territories has become one of the 
points most in dispute between the 
two countries. ς 

Allon, in an interview with 
“Yediot Aharonot,” added that he 
was worried by Washington's failure 
to recognize ‘otk the security 
importance and the simple justice 
of such settlement. 

Allon said he had personally told 
responsible U.S. officials more than 
once about settlements that had 
gone up. He had also told them 
that Israel was determined to set 
up more, in keeping with its politi- 
cal and strategic thinking. He had 
to admit that the issue was in dis- 
pute with the U.S. and the dispute 
had lately become sharper through 
the U.S. making its criticism more 
public.

In the Herzog report, the Ambas-

Herzog explains that when he 
reports back to Jerusalem on meet- 
ings with foreign officials he in- 
cludes generally only those com- 
ments made by the foreigner, and 
not his own, This was the basis for 
Dinitz’s charge.

Stiff terms for, 
arms traffickers 


TEL AVIV. Ten-year prison 
terms — the maximum possible — 
were imposed Thursday on two 
Triangle villagers who bought sub- 
machineguns and ammunition from 
two IDF soldiers and then resold 
them to their neighbours. 

The convicted men are Salem Ga- 
zawi, 25, of Kalansuwa and Zuheir 
Suleiman, 26, of Bir e-Siki. The two 
soldiers who allegedly provided the 
arms — Doron Dahuah and Meir 
Ziv — are currently being tried by 
a military court. 

The two men handled three dozen 
Uzis which they bought for 
TL750 each and sold for IL1,200. The 
three-judge District Court panel 
noted that Gazawi and Suleiman 
had admitted the charges, cooperat- 
ed with the authorities and helped 
in locating the arms.

Certainly the Labour Party will have to resolve its inner 
conflicts well before the elections. For it cannot forever count 
on the failures of the Opposition to save it from itself. Nor 
can it regard itself impregnable to challenge from new politi- 
eal forces that could crystallize outside the present alignment 


of parties. 


The Labour Party, and its predecessor, Mapai, have known 
such periods of inner conflict and indecision before. Twenty 
years ago Mr. Ben-Gurion presented his party with an ulti- 
matum to choose between himself and Foreign Minister Moshe 
Sharett. In 1964, Prime Minister Levi Esbkol, harassed by 
challenges from his predecessor, Ben-Gurion, confronted the 
party with a similar ultimatum to choose between the two, by 
actually resigning. In both cases, and in the case of the Lavon 
Affair of 1960-61, the party, with great inner travail and at 
the cost of splits — large and small — took the decisions to 
provide the essential support for a clear leadership group. 

Such a clear decision is needed again. If the Labour Party 
proves incapable of overcoming its fears and internal divisions 
in coming to such a decision, it will by this failure admit to 
its unfitness, and not only its inability, to lead.

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THE FIGHT FOR EFFICIENCY 


THE TIME of the year when the 
State Comptroller submits his an- 
nual report — which by law felis 


ground Independence Day — ia & 


time for sackcloth and ashes and for 
head-nodding over the parious state 
of the State and its administration. 
As the years roll by and a new 
voluminous report is added to the 
growing shelf of weighty raulti-hued 
tomes, one somehow gets the feeling 
that the impact of the reports on 
public and on those who have 
it in their power to right the wrongs 
it unearths, is diminishing. 

We have been so inundated over 
the past few years with sensational 
news of governmental malfeasance 
and sheer stupidity that the reaction 
to a new towering wave of bad news 
in this department tends to be. "50 
what else is new?” It is tronic that 
‘this sense of resignation has taken 
hold specifically under a Govern- 
ment that can point at least to one 
solid achievement: as opposed to its 
predecessors it has gone some way 
in refusing to cover up some of the 

“more extreme cases of corruption 
unearthed in recent years. 

The diminishing impact of the 
Comptrolier’s Report is particularly 
to be re; because of the grow- 
ing complexity of government 
operations and the mounting gravity 
of the economic, social and political 
situations that confront the Govern- 
ment and its executive agencies. 
‘These can all be expected to grow in 
severity in the immediate future, 
requiring a higher standard of per- 
formance and a readiness to learn 
from pest failures and from perti- 
nent criticism. 

The State Comptroller's Office 
itself is a shining example of a 
bureaucracy that does its jab and 
does it well. The frustrating aspect 
of it all is that a job done well seems 
to have no, or very little, impact on 
improving the effectiveness of 
governmental! operations. 

The breakdown in the implementa- 
tion of the Comptroller's recommen- 
dations is symptomatic of a common 
administrative disease in Israel: an 
impressive input of time, energy. 
‘and expertize is invested, which in 
the final stage proves to have made 
no difference whatsoever. Another 
case in point is the Knesset's treat- 
ment of the State Budget. 

The process breaks down 
somewhere between the submission 
of the Comptroller's Report and the 
stage at which corrective action can 
be taken, i.e., in the political arena.

PEOPLE AND POLITICS ΒΝ SRAYA.SHAPIRO 


The bulky volume 
issued once a year by 
the State Comptroller 
makes a brief flurry in 
the press — and is then 
largely forgotten.

speaking at a press conference held 
immediately after that of Dr. Neben- 
zahl, bewailed the fact that manage- 
ment in the public sector has lost the 
power to punish or reward 
employees. The problem is deeper — 
or higher — than that: there bas 
never been any political punishment 
for Ministers or Directors-General 
for inefficiency or for failure to inject 
some urgency into the question of ad- 
ministrative efficiency in their own 
ministries. 


THE REGRETTABLE fact is that 
Israel is a highly centralized 
political system in which the central 
decision ‘makers couldn't care less 
about efficiency. It would be well to 
remember that most of the initial 
setbacks in the Yom Kippur War, 
and most of the early casuatties, 
were the result, not of a decline in 
the fighting pre morale of the 
fare thd fighting units, but of 
cumulative administrative failings 
in the Army's service units. 

In theory. the Knesset, whose ap- 
pointee the State Coraptroller is, 
should press for the correction of the 
faults he has uncovered and the im- 
plementation. of his recommen- 
dations, and maintain constant 
vigilance to ensure that this Is done. 
In the past, the Knesset has been 
worse than useless in this regard. 
The overburdened Finance Com- 
mittee usually submitted lukewarm 
recommendations on a sample of 
about 20 out of the many hundreds of 
the Comptroller's findings, and this 
towards the end of the Knesset's 
Bummer session, when most 
Members already had their bags 
packed for their summer junkets 
overseas. The establishment of a 
special Knesset Committee on the 
Comptroller's Report in the Eighth 


Knesset does not seem to have had 
any salutary effect on the process. 
Of course, the politicians, with 


their ears to the ground in a amall | 


country iike Israel, may be right that 
the country Itself does not care all 
that much for efficiency. But 
politicians who have pretensions to 
being leaders and not just mirrors of 
a misguided public, should he aware 
of the critical dangers Aspe = 
permitting the country to ent e 
perilous times ahead with a poorly 
functioning public administration. 

In the changing atmosphere of 
Israeli politics, however, In which 
the rules of the game that determine 
personal political success or feilure 
are no longer that certain, there 
should be at least a handful of 
Knesset Members, and perhaps even 
a Minister or two, willing to take up 
the cudgels for governmental effec- 
tiveness and efficiency. In the pre- 
sent political uncertainty, the 
political risk involved may even be 
well worth taking. 

In order to encourage and support 
such Initiatives some changes should 
be made in the process of submitting 
and dealing with the Comptroller's 


report. 

The wisdom of submitting a 
voluminous annual report is 
questionable. What is needed isnot a 
nuclear bomb but some selective 
sharpshooting. It would seem to be 
much more desirable to submit 
separate reports on each of the 
Ministries and governmental agen- 
cies at the time of the Knesset debate 
on their respective budgets. 
Ministers, in presenting the annual 
reports on their ministries to the 
Knesset and to the press, should be 

at that time to answer the 
eriticism of the Comptroller in 
regard to the functioning of their 
ministries. In such a context, 
perhaps a courageous Member or 
two of the Knesget Finance Com- 
mittee would even be prepared to 
make personal political capital out 
of opposing new budgetary 
allocations to a specific agency or 
operation until those responsible for 
its past failings were removed. 

A second change to be considered 
is the enlistment of the element of 
shame In the war for efficiency. The 
policy of Dr. Nebenzahl] and of Dr. 
Moses — the first Comptroller — has 
been to name no names. This policy 
seems to have been proven counter- 
productive. Certainly in the most 
flagrant of cases, names sbould be 
named, and jet the man defend 
himself before the Knesset and the 
public. 


Young, religious and moderate 


IN THIS AGE of whipped-up 
passions, Rabbi Moshe Salomon 
preaches moderation and has good 

for his message among the 
young. At the of forty. he has 
recently been elected to head the 
Young Generation group of the La mif- 
ne faction in the National Religious 
Party. The country’s young folks, 
Rabbi Salomon feels, are on the 
whole a pretty sensible lot. They 
may become impetuous at times, es- 
pecially if they feel frustrated. But 
normally, they think hard about the 
future and insist on knowing exactly 
where they are supposed to be 
heading. 

Rabbi Salomon wears his auburn 
beard neatly trimmed and rounded. 
His dress jacket is a simple town 
wear, not the black caftan usually 
associated with, orthodox rabbis. 
“Don’t we learn that respect for peo- 
ple takes precedence over the 
Tora?" asks Rabbi Salomon, 
rhetorically. - 

Be was born in a religious settle- 
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Babbi Moshe Salomon. 
ment near Petah Tikva to his rabbi 
father, a native of Kharkov In the 
Ukraine. Rabbi Salomon followed in 
his father’s footsteps as head of Tora 
va-Avoda network of educational es- 
tablishments which combine 


vocational training with teaching the 
halacha. 


FOR THE PAST eight years Rabbi 
Salomon: has cccupied a seat on 
the National Re! Party ex- 
ecutive. But only iast year did he 
begin to take.the political game in 
Teal earnest. He was aroused by the 
smear campaigns same faction 
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with him that the halacha was a 
guide for those who honour work. 
“Some 50 meetings were held with 
these young men all over the country 
in the past year. Finally, ἃ me: 
was called at the Pal hotel recently, 
with a thousand participants. We 
decided to form a separate group in 
Lamifne, and to press for represen- 
tation in the national] list of party 
candidates in the general elections.” 
The group's main opponents are, 
obviously, the Young Guard faction 
of the NRP, recently merged with 
Zerah Warhaftig's Central faction, 
who predict that they will come out 
with a majority of the votes at the 
party's forthcoming national con- 
vention. For Rabbi Salomon’s taste, 
the Young Guard are'too hot-headed, 


too interested in worldly matters, too- 


fascinated by sheer political power. 
He would like his party to focus in- 
stead on the general decline in 
religious education. 

The painful deterioration of public 
morals is also due, in Rabbi 
Salomon's. view, to the decline of the 
Jewish tradition in public life. At the 
same time, Rabbi Salomon's young 
supporters strongly object to the 
Chief Rabbinate’s meddling in 
purely political affairs — specifical- 
ly, they oppese Rabbi Shlomo 
Goren's ruling two years ago on con- 
ditiona for the NRP’s joining the 
government coalition. 


THE MEMBERS of Rabbi Salomon's 
group come mainly from develop- 
ment towns and intellectual circles. 
But Rabbi Salomon sees a potential

“‘Anglo-Saxons."’ So far, immigrants 
raised in liberal Jewish traditions in 
their home countries have found lit- 
tle scope for their activities in the ex- 
isting political groupings, and they 
tend to keep apart.
